URSUANT  to  the  provisions  of  section  8  of 
the  “  Civil  Service  Act,”  His  Honour  the 
Lieutenant-Governor  in  Council  has  been  pleased 
to  approve  the  following  Regulations  in  Respect  of 
Promotional  Policy: — 

Regulations  in  Respect  of  Promotional 
Policy 


(Made  by  the  Civil  Service  Commission  pursuant 
to  the  provisions  of  section  8  of  the  “  Civil 
Service  Act.”) 

1.  (a)  That  the  qualifications  as  described  in  the 
Civil  Service  Manual  of  Position  Specifications 
shall  apply. 

( b )  That  merit  shall  be  as  judged  by  the  Selec¬ 
tion  Panels  hereinafter  described,  based  on  the 
service  record  of  the  applicant  and  his  demon¬ 
strated  quality  and  personal  characteristics. 

2.  That  qualifications  and  merit  shall  be  the 
determining  factor  as  between  several  applicants; 
provided,  however,  that  where  qualifications  and 
merit  are  equal,  seniority  in  respect  to  the  years  of 
service  in  the  most  appropriate  classification  as 
agreed  upon  by  the  Selection  Panel  concerned  shall 
be  the  determining  factor. 

3.  For  the  purpose  of  administering  these  regu¬ 
lations,  the  Civil  Service  shall  be  divided  into  three 
groups: — 

(a)  The  Service  as  a  whole,  which  shall  cover 
all  classifications  calling  for  qualifications 
which  may  be  utilized  in  any  department  or 
branch  of  the  Service: 

(b)  Departments,  which  shall  cover  all  classifi¬ 
cations  calling  for  qualifications  peculiar  to 
an  entire  department  or  departments: 

(c)  Branches  within  departments,  which  shall 
cover  all  classifications  calling  for  qualifica¬ 
tions  peculiar  to  a  particular  branch  or 
branches  within  a  department. 

The  Civil  Service  Commission  may  administer  the 
promotional  policy  beyond  the  groups  mentioned 
in  this  section,  provided  such  administration  is  not 
inconsistent  with  these  regulations. 

4.  When  a  vacancy  occurs,  or  is  imminent,  the 
immediate  supervisor  concerned  shall  forthwith 
advise  his  Deputy  Minister,  the  latter  to  inform  the 
Civil  Service  Commission  immediately,  as  provided 
by  section  36  of  the  “  Civil  Service  Act.” 

5.  Upon  advice  of  an  impending  or  actual 
vacancy,  the  Chairman  of  the  Civil  Service  Com¬ 
mission  shall  cause  the  said  vacancy  to  be  adver¬ 
tised  in  the  appropriate  group,  as  provided  under 
section  3,  stating  the  position,  title,  qualifications, 
pay  plan,  and  the  last  day  for  receipt  of  applica¬ 
tions.

Excerpt  from  Standing  Orders  Relating  to 
Private  Bills 

100.  (1)  All  applications  to  the  Legislative 
Assembly  for  Private  Bills  of  any  nature  what¬ 
soever  shall  require  the  publication  of  a  notice 
clearly  and  distinctly  specifying  the  nature  and 
object  of  the  application,  and  when  the  applica¬ 
tion  refers  to  any  proposed  work,  indicating  suffi¬ 
ciently  the  location  of  the  work,  to  be  signed  by 
or  on  behalf  of  the  applicant. 

(2)  Such  notice  shall  be  published  in  The 
British  Columbia  Gazette  and  once  a  week  in  one 
leading  daily  newspaper  freely  circulating  in  all 
parts  of  the  Province.  The  notice  in  such  news¬ 
paper  to  appear  on  Wednesday  of  each  week. 

(3)  When  the  proposed  Bill  is  of  such  a  nature 
that  it  may  particularly  affect  one  or  more  elec¬ 
toral  districts,  the  notice  shall  furthermore  be 
published  once  a  week  if  possible  in  some  news¬ 
paper  in  every  electoral  district  affected,  or  if 
there  be  no  newspaper  published  therein,  then  in 
a  newspaper  published  in  the  electoral  district 
nearest  thereto. 

(4)  The  publication  of  such  notice  shall  in  all 
cases  be  continued  for  a  period  of  four  weeks 
during  the  interval  of  time  between  the  close  of 
the  next  preceding  Session  and  the  consideration 
of  the  petition.

to  the  House.  And  if  this  rule  shall  be  suspended 
or  modified  as  aforesaid,  the  promoters  of  any 
Private  Bill  which  is  presented  after  the  time  here¬ 
inbefore  limited,  or  for  which  the  petition  has 
been  received  after  the  time  hereinbefore  limited, 
shall  in  either  case  pay  double  the  fees  required 
in  respect  of  such  Bill  by  this  rule,  unless  the 
House  shall  order  to  the  contrary. 

98.  (I)  Any  person  seeking  to  obtain  any  Private 
Bill  shall  deposit  with  the  Clerk  of  the  House, 
eight  clear  days  before  the  opening  of  the  Ses¬ 
sion: — 

(a)  A  printed  copy  of  such  Bill:

103.  (1)  All  Private  Bills  for  Acts  of  incorpo¬ 
ration  shall  be  so  framed  as  to  incorporate  by 
reference  to  the  clauses  of  the  general  Acts  re¬ 
lating  to  the  details  to  be  provided  for  by  such 
Bills:  Special  grounds  shall  be  established  for 
any  proposed  departure  from  this  principle,  or  for 
the  introduction  of  other  provisions  as  to  such 
details,  and  a  note  shall  be  appended  to  the  Bill 
indicating  the  provisions  thereof  in  which  the 
general  Act  is  proposed  to  be  departed  from. 
Bills  which  are  not  framed  in  accordance  with 
this  Standing  Order  shall  be  recast  by  the  pro¬ 
moters  and  reprinted  at  their  expense  before  any 
Committee  passes  upon  the  clauses. 

(2)  Every  Bill  for  an  Act  of  incorporation, 
where  a  form  of  model  Bill  has  been  adopted, 
shall  be  drawn  in  accordance  with  the  model  Bill 
(copies  of  model  Bills  may  be  obtained  from  the 
Clerk  of  the  House).
